4TTENDANCES AT DEPUTIES 

Over the week-end, | cxamined the 
Annual Report of the Board of Deputies, 
and was surprised at the poor attendances 
registered by members. Of the 487 


Deputies, 59 have not put in attendances 
at all during the year. This is apart from

There are nearly 22,000,000 people in 
the U.S.A. who acknowledge a language 
other than English as their mother- 
tongue.

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RIGHT THROUGH 
THE WINTER 
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“COMING TO GRIPS” 


THE Political Committee of the United 
Nations, by a pleasant coincidence, has 
come to grips with the Palestine issue near 
the anniversary of last years formal 
Assembly resolution, which laid down the 
broad outlines of the partition settlement 
A vear has gone by and already some 
features of the resolution of November 29, 
1947. are in danger of being torgotten, not 
least in this country, where the event never 
received the attention clsewhere accorded to 
it. Yet this action of the Assembly, as Mr 
Auprey EBan again pointed out in the Politi- 
cal Committee last Tuesday, established 
Israel's position in international law In 
eflect. it set up a. new sovereign entity, 
sovercign in law that is to say, for the actual 
exercise of sovereignty had still to be accom- 
plished and not under the most favourable 
conditions. The Assembly did not, indeed, 
“create” the Jewish State—that was done 
hy the Jews themselves—but it gave to it 
the sanction of international legality In 
particular, it lard down effective legal 
harriers against the arbitrary disposal ot its 
territory, inclhudine the area of Southern 
Palestine known as the Negev, which in cer- 
tain quarters was regarded as suitable for 
‘This point was 
succinctly put by Mr. Eran in these words 
“The existence of an independent. State 
called Israel limits the freedom of any out- 
side body to affect the integrity or domestic 
jurisdiction of that State Ihe United 
Kingdom draft resolution falls mto the erro: 
of miagining that all is fluid in Palestine, 
that all can be moulded and adjusted at will, 
irrespective of the consent of the Govern- 
ments concerned. . The Charter refutes any 
such assumption Ihe General Assembly 
has no unconditional right to dispose of the 
territories of existing States, as treely as i 
those territories were still under mandate 
or  trusteeship.” Doubtless it was in 
wnorance of this state of affairs that the 
British delegateon in Paris mtroduced their 
resolution calling tor the adoption of Count 
BERNADOTTE S report. by: simple fat, Le 
without consulting those whom it most con- 
cerned if Son they. have now been 
reminded by their American colleagues that 
even small nations have rights which cannot 
be ignored, and that any change in the terri- 
torial’ provisions of’ last. vears ‘resolution 
must be effected with the consent of the 
Israel Government —-which the Americans 
moreover desire to see included.in the U nited 
Nations 

[his plain and. clear-cut announcement 
seems to have come as a surprise to- the 
British delegation and as a shock to the 
Arabs Ht is clear. that the’ Foreign 
Office -has once more deluded itself and 
in the process. musied its hapless Arab 
wards. It is equally evident that the British 
and American resolutions are, in tact, 
compatible with each other, though some 
compromise is being sought There is 
already. some talk of exchanging the 
southern part of the Negev for Western 


Csahlee bhe Israel attitude towards the 
Cialilee question was explained by MR. EBAN 
as follows “ At this moment the area of 


Western Galilee i§ not part of any existing 
State, and, therefore, unlike the Negev, 
which 18 part of an. existing State. it 1s 
entirely a matter of international concern 
awaiting final disposition.” . In addition, the 
British delegation are said to be pressing for 
the exclusion of Jatla from the Jewish State 
and tor the placing of Lydda (and tts airport) 
nternational control. There may be 
weeks of further wrangling before an accept- 
able. basis of discussion 1s found, but the 
main pormnt has already been settled: what- 
ever scheme 15 finally adopted will have to be 
freel\ agreed to by the Israeli Government 
This principle ts in accordance with last

year historic Assembly resolution 
a. Stepping-stone in. Jewish history as the 
Balfour Declaration of 1917-—which 
accorded sovereignty to the Jewish: State 
itis pitiful. that the British delegation should 
have made a last abortive attempt to reverse 
this great decision by urging that the Berna- 
gotte scheme should be imposed from 
above. Such are the depths to which Mr. 
BEVIN'S statesmanship and the malignant 
influence of a smatl clique of advisers: have 


reduced the conduct of British foreign 
aliairs 


It is of interest to record the isolation to 
which the British Foreign Office has con- 
demned itself on this issue: isolation within 
the Western world. The United Nations 
now has before it—in addition to the Soviet- 
Polish motion, which simply reaffirms last 
year's decision —the considered views of the 
Lnited States, Britain, Canada, and Aus- 
tralia. The United States having made its 
opinion known, Mr. Pearson, for Canada, 
promptly announced that he, too, favoured 
direct peace negotiations between the two 
sides and that any settlement must be worked 
out by the Jews and Arabs themselves. On 
Tuesday, the Australian delegate introduced 
a motion (in which Dr. Evatt probably had 
a hand) likewise urging bilateral negotiations 
and the establishment of a Conciliation 
Commission to help the two. parties in 
settling the final boundaries. It is true that 
Mir. Pearson, like Dr. Jessup before him, 
suggested that if Israel adhered to the resolu 
tion of November 29, 1947, any additional 
acquisition of territory must be negotiated 
with the Arabs—-but to this the Jews have 
never objected. It is the Arabs who have 
consistently refused to negotiate, largely 
because they were encouraged to believe that 
the Bernadotte Report would be imposed 
on both sides Ihe time for peace talks 
may now have come, though we still hear 
muttered protests that it is “unfair to the 
Arabs” to leave them alone with the Jews, 
in view of the failure of their: aggression 
and the consequent certainty that they will 
have to recognise Israel more or less tn its 
present de facto boundaries. One thing ts 
certain: Israel will not be reduced to pocket 
size by hat of the Political Committee 


At the same time. it must be realised that 
bilateral . negotiations, however! 
must to some extent be fictitious KING 
ARDULLAH is not an entirely free agent, and 
his readiness to agree to whatever terms the 
Israeli Government thinks consistent. with 
its minimum requirements will depend 
largely on the advice he receives from Lon- 
don. There ts, in tact, an ambiguity in the 
proposal that the final settlement should be 
in some way subject to the tindings of a 
Conciliation Commission appointed by the 
Assembly. tor the determination of what 1s 
‘final ~ and what is within the province of 
the two sides mav well involve issues . of 
some magnitude. Much will deperid on the 
composition of the Commissio: and on its 
readiness to arbitrate rather than to impose 
cut-and-dried solutions. But, given genuine 
willingness on the Arab side to make peace, 
it should. not be impossible to narrow. the 
remaining differences down to minor propor- 
tions, at least as between dsrael and Trans- 
jordan. Whether the Arab League can 
survive such a débacle is another question. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
REFUGEES 
IN contrast to all the dissembling statements 
on the subject of the Arab refugees which 
have within recent months found their way 
into the Press of this country, it is refresh. 
ing to find such a forthright and construc- 
tive article as that which was contributed 
last week to the SpecraToR by Mr. M. G. 
lonipres. kor too long the public have been 
treated to all sorts of articles and announce- 
ments from a-wide variety of sources in 
which the recurring theme has been that the 
appalling plight of the Arab refugees is the 
fault of the Jews, and scarcely a voice has 
been rarsed in protest. Even a prominent 
lew has gone so far as to write that “ these 
women and children would not be dying of 
Starvation and exposure if the Israeli State 
had never been tounded.” The truth 1s 
surely quite otherwise. The plight of these 
untortunate people is a direct result of the 
chaotic condition into. which the British 
Government allowed Palestine to drift when 
its troops were withdrawn last May, and for 
which the United Nations must bear a large 
share of responsibility through its failure to 
establish an cflective régime to. succeed the 
Mandatory Government. Long before the 
last British troops left the country this news- 
paper joined the ranks of those who warned 
the Government and the United Nations that 
a vast toll of human suflering was inevitable 
unless etlective steps were taken to.enforce 
the November 29 resolution. It is patently 
unjust to saddle Jews with the responsibility 
for what has occurred, and naive for Jews to 
be misled into thinking that the responsi- 
bility 1s collectively theirs. Responsibility 
there is, and Mr. JONIDES courageously 
faces the issue when he declares: “ Social 


desirable, 


justice and fair shares for all swept the polls 
in 1945—and halt-a-million Arabs are now 
starving by our act.” 

The writer of this articie is not content 
merely to indict the Government. He has 
produced a constructive plan which deserves 
the closest consideration by everyone—Jew 
or Gentile—who is concerned (as we must 
all be) to relieve a gigantic problem of 
human suffering and is interested in the 
development of the Middle East. Writing 
with the authority of an acknowledged 
expert in Middle Eastern irrigation prob- 
lems. Mr. lonipes has produced a scheme 
for settling the refugees on the east side of 
the Jordan, 1.c., in Transjordan territory. He 
declares that “so far as the refugees in the 
Arab parts of Palestine and in Transjordan 
are concerned, irrigation of the Jordan Val- 
ley terraces is the only possible hope for 
their tuture existence. There 1s nothing 
else” A great deal of preliminary survey- 
ing has already been done in this area and 
it 1s estimated that 100,000 people could be 
settled there. It would not solve the prob- 
lem, but it would at least be an important 
contribution. If this scheme were feasible, 
no doubt others, particularly in the under- 
populated but potentially rich valleys of the 
ligris and Euphrates, could be 
examined. 


Doubtless there are innumerable diffi- 
culties attached to any such scheme as this 
Vir. Tonipes recognises the fact, but he 
answers: What- of that, when §half-a- 
million rettigees face starvation, disease, and 
death this winter, next winter, and the one 
alter that, tll something ts done ? Mulberry 
came off. So has the Berlin airlift. So can 
a Jordan Valley Rehet Project-—-if we will 


ae Atter the CGreco-Turkish War. which 
ended in 1922. another resettlement scheme 
also came _ off. In those days. nearly 


one-and-a-quarter’ milhon Greeks were 
resettled in impoverished Greece. Surely, in 
the name ot humanity, the Powers should be 
able to do no less for the half-million Arabs.

VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE 


Ari who ate concerned with the welfare of 
young people will welcome the announcement 
by the London County Council of their inten- 
lion to set up a youth employment service. It 
is proposed to institute,.as a regular part of the 
Council's educational scheme. a system of local 
youth ‘employment bureaux. The officers in 
charge o* this new service will be required to 
give vocational guidance while the pupils are at 
school,. and subsequently to advise and help 
young people until they reach the age of 18. 
Aitached to each bureau will be a local youth 
employment committee composed of teachers, 
employers, workers. and Council representa- 
tives. It ws stated that “such a service would 
enable the Council to guide tts former pupils 
in the early years of their life in mdustry, and to 
help them bridge the dificult gulf between the 
sheltered school life and the sterner trials of 
the working world. Ht. would be in the interests 
of those young people for the*’London educa- 
uuonal authority to stand closely. behind them 
in the transitional period.” This scheme will 
mark a notable development in that extension 
of public social services. which characterises 
present-day life.

The synagogue has been completely re- 
furnished and redecorated at a cost of 
nearly £4,000. An almost austere sim- 
plicity is the keynote of the new scheme.

of which have been constructed on severe 
but well proportioned straight lines un- 
eheved by carving except for the 
columns on esther side of the Ark, which 
are fluted. The walls above the panelling 
are cream cotioured, and the whole effect 
is one Of great beauty and dignity

The Almemar and seats have | been 
made low for the convenience of the 
children, whose ages range from five to 
iS, and who normally conduct most of 
the services themselves 

Rabbi Brodie, in his address, hoped 
that those who used that synagogue 
would feel a sense of happiness and 
belonging. and would experience friend- 
ship under the blessing of Divine Provi- 
dence.. He stressed the need of the 
Synagogue to-day. The synagogue, the 
Chief Rabbi declared, was their rallying 
point. rom it they derived great con- 
solation, and were helped at the testing 
time 

A novel feature of the service was the 
singing by the choir of the last part of the 
prayer for the Royal Family to the tune 
of the National Anthem 

After the service, a bed was consecrated 
in the name of the Rev. B. Paletz, who had 
asked that the testimonial fund sub- 
scribed to mark his 25 years as Chazan 
of the Hammersmith synagogue should 
be devoted to that purpose.

Giving the Conservative point of view 
at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Tuesday, 
Col. W. M. Chapman-Walker, M.V.O., 
Q.B.E., personal assistant to Lord Wool- 
ton, Chairman of the Conservative 
Party, said Count Bernadotte had pro- 
duced a plan which the Conservative Party 
beheved should be the basis of negotation. 

He was not pro-Jew or pro-Arab, but 
fe had lived in the country 
or a jong ime and he had just come back 
from a visit; he had been the guest of 
Mr. Sheriok and he had stayed with King 
Abdullah in Transjordan 


Past and Future 


He did not believe that it was of any 
importance to whom Palestine had be- 
longed in the past. What the world had 
got to settle was how the inhabitants were 
going to live in the future 

Dealing with the military situation. he 
said the tide of events was with the 
Israchi Forces at the moment. But if the 
war went On for a long time it would go 
against Isracl. whose economy could not 
support a long war. He thought that the 
United Nations had got to succeed in 
Palestine. because their prestige was 
bound up with the country. If they failed 
in Palestine, then they would fail just as 
the Leaguc of Nations had failed in 
Munich [hat would be the beginning 
of the end and it would also mean that 
the principle of collective security. which 
all of them had fought for in the last war 
and based their future on. would be under- 
mined 

Col, Chapman-Walker thought — that 
Britain should recognise Israel 

He did not believe that it was a moral 
argument for them to say that “ what we 
have we hold.” If they said it, it was 
the only way in which they could now 
lose the war. because world opinion 
would go against them

Apple fritters. Pec! and core some 
Bramley or other quick-cooking apples 
and cut into shees 4 inch thick.

} pint: vanilla, 4 teaspoontul ; bicarbonate 
of soda, 4 level teaspoonful. 

Sieve flour and cocoa in a basin, and 
rub in the margarine. Warm the syrup in 
a Small saucepan, remove from heat and 
add milk and water, pour on to dry in- 
gredients, add the vanilla and bicarbonate 
of soda mixed with a teaspoonful of water. 
Mix thoroughly, turn into a greased basin, 
cover with a greased paper, and stcam 
for 14 hours. Serve with chocolate or 
custard sauce. 

Chocolate Sauce. Milk or water, | 
pint; chocolate powder or cocoa, 1 table- 
spoonful; cornflour or arrowroot. 1! 
dessertspoonful; vanilla and sugar 

Mix cornflour and chocolate powder 
quite smoothly with a little of the milk 
(or water).
